The Governor of Manila 
notified the Japanese Consul that the 
twenty-four hour rule would be 
enforced beginning at noon on the 
7th inst. On Thursday afternoon the 
Consul was informed that the vessels 
were to be disarmed and handed over 
by the Russians to the care of the 
American Admiral.—Our own 
correspondent.

Tas following is the official announce- 
nt issued as to the loss of the battle- 
ship Yashima in May last year :— 

Five minutes after the sinking of the 
battleship Hatsuse by mines in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Miso Islands, on 15th of 
May last year, the Yashima also struck a 
mine, which exploded with terrible force. 
Captain Sakamoto at once ordered t! 
ship’s course to be changed, and the 
vessel proceeded at full speed to a certain 
naval base. At the same time all mea- 
sures were taken to prevent the inrush of 
water. When she had proceeded some 
ty miles and reached the neighbour. 
ood of Yuantao, the inrush of water was 
so great that the saving of the vessel was 
hopeless. The Captain therefore ordered 
the. crew to embark on the Kasagi and 
Tatouta, and the ship subsequently 
in twenty-five fathoms of water. Even 
at present the tops of her masts can be 
observed above the surface of the sen. 
me of these disasters, our 
which had been cruising off 
Port Arthur consisted of the battleships 
Hatsuso, Shikishima, ant Yashima and 
eruisors Kasaki aud Tateuta.

PEACE. 


12th June. 


THE Baltic fleet under Admiral 
Rozhdiestvensky carried Russia’s last 
hope of turning the tide of the war. 
The annihilation of that fleet by 
‘Admiral Togo has had the expected 
result, and, ag last week’s telegrams 
have foreshadowed, Russin is willing 
to make peace. We issued yesterday 
morning an Extra announcing that 
“in response to President Roosevelt's 
appeal, the Japanese Government has 
agreed to appoint Peace Plenipotenti- 
aries.” The telegrams we publish 
this morning give the news at greater 
length. There was a difficulty in the 
fact that Russia, though beaten at 
all points, was still too proud to suo 
for poaco, and Japan, as the victor, 
had no need to sue. The knot was 
cut by President Roosevelt, to whom 
the world should be grateful for his 
readiness to assume the rdle of the 
“honest broker” a$ the opportune mo- 
ment, who, as will be seen, sent to the 
Inpanese and Russian Governments 
on Thursday Inst an appeal, urgin; 
them, both for their own sakes, ‘and 
in the interest of the whole civilised 
world, to open negotiations for peace. 
Both Powers have accepted the Pre- 
sident’s proposals, and the plenipoten- 
tiaries will meet ab Washington, 
Baron Rosen, who is very popular in 
Japan, representlng Russia, Mean- 
while an armistice will be arranged ; 
Peace will receive the countersign 
for which she has so long been wait- 
ing, and the gates of the Temple of} 
Janus will be closed. 

It has taken the Czar and his 
bureaucracy a long time to realise 
the hopelessness of a continuance of 
the struggle. During the whole six- 
teen months that the war has lasted, 
Russia has not had a single success 
by land or sea. She has lost on land 
nearly half-a-million men, and on 
the sea two fleets, so that, except in 
the Black Sea, she has practically no 


navy left, and her money loss mounts} held 


up to considerably over two hundred 
millions sterling, excluding the cost 
of replacing her navy. Worst of all, 
her reputation is gone ; the Japanese 
have pricked, as they promised to do, 
the Russian bubble ; and it will be 
very many years before Russia can 
again become the terror to Europe 
and Asin that she has been in the 
past. For this alone the civilised 
world owes deep gratitude to the 
Japanese.

THERE is an impression abroad 
that in a general way the Chinese 
Government, or at least parts of that 
cumbrous “administrative entity,” is 
“going in for” numerous reforms on 
the European pattern, many of which 
will help out China’s finances, and 
incidentally provide snug berths for 
experts who may have fitted them- 
selves for chief positions in the 
numerous bureaux. Among these we 
now and gain hear something about 
that of forestry, the importance and 
the value of which form a frequent 
theme of discussion in Chinese news- 
papers. A considerable number of 
advanced officials have become in- 
culated with the bacillus of “affores- 
tation,” and in travels about the 
Empire one often meets evidences 
that intelligent forethought has 
planned and skilful hands havo 
executed extensive improvements 
Scores of miles of river and canal 
embankments have been planted with 
fast-growing willows to bind the 
earth, making breaches by floods 
more difficult, Many district magis- 
trates acting under orders “from 
above” have required the people to 
furnish, and their underlings set out, 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
these trees along city walls, high- 
ways, and other public grounds, mean- 
time exhorting the people to do 
the same everywhere, 80 that pros- 
perity and riches may scorue, ‘That 
trees and rainfall are correlated many 
Chinese have become dimly aware, 
and no doubt many wild hopes have 
been based upon this very imperfect 
knowledge. But what is wanted is 
not @ temporary and a sporadic ap- 
plication of the results of Western 
experience, but a general and a 
thorough-going execution of system- 
atic plans over large areas fora long 
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officially neglected, speedil 
private prey. The most promising 
roves are grubbed up for fuel, 

use it is not the iriterest of avy 
one in particular to prevent it. 

By far the larger part of the eigh- 
teen provinces is mountainous. No:

pat of China where, ifthe mountains 

but enough earth, they would 
not, iflet alone, be soon covered with 


dense shrubbery. Ages ag» the 
eas'ly accessible portions were de- 
nuded of this potential forest by the 
deadly fuel-cutters, of whch fact 
there are many indicatiors in. the 
ancient classics, ‘Che hesvy rains 
have for some thousands of years ben 
pouring down copious floods, and in 
many places there seeins to be no 
soil lett. Yet it a piece be anywhere 
enclosed and if fuel-geubhing be 
strictly tabooed, within thirty years 
or oft-n much less a dense forest 
will frequently appear, and as a 
result the wild waste of precious soil 
wil be stopped, and a va'ua- 
ble vegetable mou'd created, From 
this, in due time, rills of wealth 
wou!d flow. Warer-carriers and fuel- 
gatherers represent the lowerstratum 
of the Chinese plebs. No doubt 
they would’ resent regulations tend- 
ing to prevent further waste, just as 
boatmen, carters, and barrowmen 
recent the coming railways, and with 
equal reason, Whereas in so_ many 
parts of China all the lower hills are 
billowed with graves, it would be 
possible by an act of benevolent 
despotism to compel cach dead man 
to keep alive two trees, which should 
be protected, by which means such 
regions woul'l soon be literally th ngs 
of beauty and a joy foreve~. In parts 
of some provinces of China the range 
of trees is but limi'ed becanse others 
have either never been introduc- 
ed, or have become extinct. A true 
Bureau of Forestry would xchange 
varieties between different: sections 
of China, import numberle-s new 
species from Europe, the United 
States, Austrulin, aud elsewhere, at 
the same time instituting intelligent 
and cvascless experiments.

‘This year we have 
the satisfaction of chronicling an 
improvement amonnting to 800,000 
tacks, or nearly Tle, 300,000 more 
than in 1903, while‘ the conversion 
into sterling, owing to the high rate 
of exchinge that has prevailed this 
yer, is even more reassuring. Of 
the twenty-nine por's (excluding 
Newchwang an! Kumehuk, where no 
revenue was cv!lected) that are includ- 
ed in the general table, twenty-one. 
showed an improvemcnt, and_ouly| 
eight a decline, these ig Shas, 
Yochou, Hankow, Kiukiang. Chin- 
kiang, Ningpo, Wenchow, and Sam- 
shui. Yochou has obviously suffered 
feom the opening of Changsha, the 
collection at the two ports together 
having been over Tis.

Seoul, 28th May. 
The Opening of the Mel-Fua 


Railway. 

For the last week Seoul has been 
enlivened by the visit of Commander 
Prince Fushimi; and the opening core- 
mony of the Seoul-Fusan Railway. For 
two weeks and more, the railway authori- 
ties have been busy with elaborate pro- 

tions outside of the South Gate, 
immense gateways in various designs of 
tower and archway, and drossed out in 
pine branches, occupied the central en- 
trance to the new station yards. To the 
east, above them on the hillside, wore 
erected an audience-hall and dining- 
rooms. Hideous bamboos and straw ropes 
id tin roofs to begin with were, by the 
wave of some magic wand, transformed, 
and touched off, and ornamented till the 
offect was most pleasing in its combina- 
tion of form and colour, restful to the 
eye, and delightful in contrast to the 
disorderly clay surroundings of the old 
city of Seoul. . 

‘The ceremony did not last long enough 
to weary the audience, and although 
spoken in a language unintelligible to 
most Westerners, it was highly interes 
by reason of the precision, order, and 
method that marked it. One could read 
through the lines of that opening cere- 
e care and exactness that explains 
Japan's success in the stupendous war 
now on hand. 

At about eleven o'clock Prince Fushimi 
and his staff took their seats on the plat- 
form, followed by the foreign representa- 
tives and Corea’s old and oft-tried officials.

A Rival of Switzerland 

Much has boon said about the scenery 
in various parts of Fukien, and I am 
snro much more might be said without 
exhausting the subject. It is sxid too, 
that in many places it more than rivals 
the benuties of Switzerland, re which I 
0, des- 
cription of the river Min was given inthe 
“Enst of Asia,” butthat ouly referred to 
one branch ofit and thatnot more beauti- 
ful than itssister branch, which rans right 
through the prefecture of Kienning, and 
adds not a little to the fertility of the 
prefecture. Possibly, too, this branch 
gives the tourist, greater opportunity 
than the other of admiring ‘ God's 
beautiful world” but that must be left. 
for the tourist himself fo judge. When 
the river branches offat Yenping, it winds 
its way, serpent-like, to the borders of 
the Kiangsi province, past the cities of 
Kionning, Kienyang, aud Chungngan. It 
brings you to the very foot of the Bohea 
Hills, and within fifteen minutes of an 
inn, ‘where you can stay during the 
period which you will want to spend in 
the neighbourhood. 

‘The river scenery is by no means all, 
and I purpose to point out the route in 
Which the beauty of the whole prefecture, 




















can be soon to best advantage. The 
figures given in brackets, denote the 
distance in li fromthe last place. Lea 

ing the river ‘at Suikou, you stay at 








Shantou (120) across the famous Tiuling 
range, with its boiling springs. From 
here you cross over to Tangtang (80) and 
thence to Chingho (130) and along to 
Puching, on the Chékiang border :100). 


Obungngan (220), through the most ex- 
quisite scenery, two of the hills being, in 
the month of June, a perfect blaze of 
yellow, owing to the abundance of a kind 
of dwarf rhododendron. Along this road 
yon also get one view of the Bohea Hills. 
When at Chungngan, it is worth a walk to 
the Kiangsi border (80). Starting again, 
you go to Singohung (40), « sub-mandari- 
uate, which is right amongst the Bohes 
and if you prefer, can stay there 
while you make your journeys to and fro, 
and get all the sapshots you can. «These 
Hills are always worth a prolonged vi 

for you only get the fall value out of 
them after a day or two. One of them is 
mushroom shape, and to ascend it, you 
either have to allow yourself to be 
suspended in mid-air in a amall basket, 
by a single bamboo rope, while some- 
one at the top hanls you some 150 
feot; or else you have to climb up by 
means of a natrow ladder, let in to o 
fssare in the rock. To reach the base of 
this part of the hill, you have first a very 
stiff mountain climb. Leaving Singchung 
you return to Kienyang (90), and thence 
to Kienning (120), or you can cross over 
land to Shaowa. From Kienning you 
in loi river, and cross over 
another mountain range to Yangkou (140) 
where yon join theShaown branch. ‘This 
is a dolightfal road. There aro four 
falls, which add not a little to the 
scenery, and there are some of the most: 
‘spots in creation. From Yangkou, 
are two roads. Cross over from 
Heiayang (30) to Nangnga (120) which 
for landse pe, is the best. Or follow the 
river somo 10 li below Heiayang, and then 
take the Yenping road. “This will lead 
you tothe famous ¥,800 steps hill. On 
the way you will find that this bit alo 

is worth tho whole journey. In ono 
place, you can seo tho river in four 
places, as it winds its way in and out. 
At the top of the big hill, tho view over 
Yenping is magnificent, as you seo the 
river stretching away for miles, un 
you imagine you are totally mistake 












































and that what you seo isa more stroam, 
It needs care to descend this hill. ‘Ther 
i in, halfway down, and it is well 
worth a night here, to return up the hi 
in the morning, and see the sun rise. At! 
Yonping (100 from Yangkou) you again 
take boat, and in a day and a-balf, find 
yourself back again’ in Foochow.

Disturbed State of the Country. 

The foreign community at Kakchio 
was very much disturbed tle other night 
by news that a band of armed robbors 
was ing to make an attack upon 
all houses suspected of containing 
valuables, Arms were brought out and 
londed, and not a few foreigners, and 
probably all ‘natives, lost a night’s sleep, 
‘but nothing more substantial. It is, 
however, an indication of the disturbed 
state of the country that a band of 
desperadoes should be able toterrorise 
a port hitherto so quiet. For the pro- 
tection of the community the local 
mandarin despatched ten braves, whose 
first act when they arrived on the scene 
was to try and borrow ammunition, 
maskeo kind or size, as they had not tho 
wherewithal to charge their antiquated 
fusils. But we are upon the. eve of a 
change. - For long time the country at 
Jarge has been in bad way. Robbers 
infest the roads, and clan fights go on 
almost without interference on the part 
of the authorities. When an outburst 
of brigandage more pronounced than 
usual takes place a force is sent out to 
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the affected district. ‘The remedy proves 
worse than the disease becauso the 
soldiers set themselves to gather plunder 
rather than espture robbers. Besides, 
the, anthorities are, too much given 
to delegating to the village powers 
of arrest which thoy themselves should 
exercise. The result haa been that either 
the elders do not dare to make captures, 
for fear of the vengeance which is sure to 
follow, or that the thieves, when captured, 
spend’ money, and aro released by the 
venial magi-trates.

Some alight changes 
have already been made in deference to 
Lord Kitchener’s wishes, such as the 
transfer from the Military Department 
to the Commander-in-Chief of the execu- 
tive control of the Supply and Transport 
Department. This is a step towards 
securing that absolute accord between 
the Commander-in-Chief and the mili.

successful carrying out of the redist 
bution of the Indian Army and other 
reforms so dear to Lord Kitchener's 
heart. His Excellency’s Earthquake 
Fund for the relief of the Gurkha regi- 
ments which suffered so terribly in the 
recent earthquake at Dharmasala has mot 
with noble support, including Rs. 1,000 
from the Viceroy and £1,125 from English 
subscribers. This does not interfere with 
the Central Relief Fund, to which sub-

The area seriously damnged by the 
earthquake comprises about 700 square 
miles containing a population of nbout 
250,000, of which it is estimated 
17,000 lost their lives. Every house 
building in this aren has collapsed entirely 
‘or been so badly damaged as to be unin: 
Inbitable, ‘The people are patiently 
rebuilding their little shanties in many. 
cases, and are provided by Goverament 
with free materials and food. Of this 
there is fortunately no scarcity, as the 
wheat harvest is just ripening. 


New Customs House and Dock in

The New Exclusion Treaty. 

It is reported from Peking that H. E. 
Sir Liang Chéng, Chinese Minister 
Washington, has suggested to the Wai 
wopu that if an agreement cannot be 
arrived at between that Ministry and 
Mr. Rockhill, the new U. 8. Minister at 
Peking, concerning the clauses of the 
proposed Chinese Exclusion Treaty, an 
appeal should be made to the Hague 
Tribunal to arbitrate the matter. 
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Sir J. Lister Kaye's Tungkuanshan 
Concession. 

‘The “Shénpao” has the following—In 
the month of May, 1904, the English 
merchant John Kaye (K‘ai Yio-han) 
plied for permission to open 
‘Tungkuansban, district of T'unglinbsien, 
province ef Anbui. The Waiwupu and 
Shangpu following the usual regulations 
relating to such matters granted the 
necessary Pass giving permission to the 
applicant to delve for whatever the selec- 
ted mine contained. Tho usual limit 
of one year to do this work has now ex- 
pired and so the Governor of Anhui com- 
municated the fact to both the Waiwapu 
and the Shangpu, demanding at the same 
time that in accordance with the regula- 
tions governing such circumstances, the 
Pass granting the eaid permission to work 
the mine be cancelled in default.

An Infant Prodigy. 

We translate the following from the 
Sinwénpao ”:—In the street leading to 
ms Bridge, Soochow, lives » 
tailor by the name of Wu, who possesses an 
infant prodigy in the person of « boy baby 
exactly two old. The other day this 
baby suddenly called out some written 
Chinese words which he saw, to the utmost 
astonishment of the family and those who 
happened to be near by. ‘This news speedily 
getting abroad, peoplefrom all round began 
to, crowd into the tailor’ house to a00 the 
infant prodigy and test its knowledge. 
Those siaitors made thelr teste by writing 
4 number of charac, or words, which 
when shown the igy it at once repeated 
with clear voice aad accent to the wu- 
bounded astonishment of every one, Of 
course, those who came brought gi 
them for it im the abape 

and money. Naturally the fame of the 
spread about far and wide uvtil it 
came to tho ears of the chihhsien of 
Ch'angtaouhsion—the portion of Soochow 
city in which the parent of the child live. 
Mr Su ingly sent for the 
prodicy and he, in bis turn, was also 
profoundly astonished at the infant 
knowledge. Mr. Su gave the child’ 
parents four dollars as a “cumsha” 













































and told them to care of it, 
‘and that when the grew up he, 
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the magistrate, would. make it a point to 
help to educate the child. The curious 
part of the thicg seems to be that while 
othor infant prodigies remember every- 
ing once taught them, this Soochow 
prodigy appears to recognise Chinese 
characters v'thout any previons tuition. 
Chinese of the Buddhist faith, however, 
have an explanction for this. In the 
doctrine of ‘anamigpasion of souls, the 
souls of persons 0 way in Hades to 
pass. the “turn table” of the wheel 
of life (which relauaches these souls 
into the bodies of babies, or animals, 
just on the point of boing born into 
the world) ive to cross the (Chinese) 
river Styx over which is a bridge 
called the Neihoch‘inc. Before the 
souls mount the bridge they are stop- 
ped at the head by a old hag called 
Méng P’o, or “Mother Méng,” who, 
Indie’ in ‘hand, compels each soul to 
drink a mouthful of the ‘Water of Forget- 
fulness” (called in Chinese ‘ Mother 
’s Soup—Mfng Pfo T'ang”). Of 
courvo all who drink of this water, or soup, 
forget all that they passed through or had 
known in their former life and thus on 
being reborn into the world ate as inuocent 
and unknowing as ordinary babies usually 
‘are. ‘The Soochow infant prodigy’s wonder- 
ful knowledge of written characters there- 
fore proves that its soul when on its way 
to pass the wheel fesomehow or ther 
omitted to taste a ladieful of Mother 
‘Méng’ssoup. Hvnce its astonishing know- 
ledge—ao say all Buddhists.

A Obéngtu, capital of Szechuan pro-

The contract for the machinery 
was signed last August in Germany 
through the Chinese: Minister in Berlin 
and it will probably reach Chéngtu in a 
couple of months and be ready to work 
at the end of the year, The price of the 
new machiney is said to be about Ti 
700,000. With the additions thus made 
to the Chéngtu Arsonal, Taotai Tsai will 
be able to supply all the rifles that may 
be wanted by the troops, not only in 
Szechuan but also in the Shen-Kan and 
Yiin-Kuei provinces, the authorities of 
which have hitherto had to apply to the 
Arsenal either of Tientsin, Nauking, 
Hanyang, or Shanghai for arms in times 
of need. 


























Sir J. Lister-Maye’s Concession. 


The “ Universal Gazette” learns that 
the British Consular authorities do not 
with Governor Chéng Haiin’s con- 
tention that, owing to his failure in acting 
up to contract with reference to the 
opening of the mine at Tungkuanshan, 
Bir J. Lister-Kaye’s concession should be 
cancelled. The reason given is that Sir 
Lister’s agent had not only acted in 
accordance with Government mining re- 
gations but had also acted according 
to agreement. Hence the British Con- 
sular authorities have refused to give 
consent to the request of Governor 
Ching Haun that the Mining Engineer, 
Mr. J. R. Duff, shall be ordered to leave 


the mine at Tungkuanshan.

MURDER AT THE 
INTERNATIONAL

After eight years’ absence, your cor- 
respondent is enjoying a visit among the 
scones of his youth. He is going about 
the city and is telling the towors thereof. 
It is of no general 
to know how 
exceed twonty stories in height. 
it to say that many of the business 
thoroughfares give the impression of 
canyons rather than of streots. Tho 
material prosperity of this town is be- 
yond description, and an enumeration of 
the great enginoering feats undertaken 
within the past few yoars would fill too 
much space for your crowded columns. 
Tho heavy. rains of the past fow days 
have produced a nine-foot rise in tl 
Obio, which releases; tho vast areas of 
coal from the Monongahela basins or 
“pools” and to-day 200,000 (two hundred 
thousand) tons of this minoral start on 
their way to the lower Mississippi.

In spite of their four tracks 
and splendid signal system, tho fates 
were against them when a fast fright 
train was derailed and two cars loaded 
with dynamite were thrown in front of 
‘an approaching express train from New 
York. The unavoidable collision which 
followed would of itself have resulted in 
small damage to life and property, but 
when the impact exploded a ton of 
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dynamite the situation was perceptibly 
obanged: Somo seventy passengers and 
frainmen were either Killed or severely 
injured, @ magnificent Pullman 
ears were reduced-to’ fragments. As the 
appalling scoident ocourred within the 
limits of Harrisburg, all the glass 
windows along several stresta were 
broken, and an iron farnace adjacent was 
badly wrecked. ‘The railway officials are 
carefully investigating the cause of 

disaster, though it would seem that the 
method of transporting high explosives 
is the thing to be considered. Dynamite 
in & necessary commodity, but that it 
should be carried as fast freight along a 
line of such heavy passenger traffic as 
the Pennsylvania Railroad maintains is a 


very queetionsble expedient. 
‘Some more of Andrew Carnogio’s mil- 
lions are going into the great Institute 
which is now building adjacont to the 
Library, Musoum, and Art Gallery at 
Schenley Park. The present appearance 
of that edifice is anything but pictures-

‘One of the Jurymen was challenged on 
tho ground that he was a clerk im the 
office of the complainant bank’s solicitors. 
Tho challenge was sustained. 

‘Mr. H. P. Wilkinson, Crown Advocate, 
prosecuted ; Mr. W. N. Symonds appeared 
for accused. 

‘The Crown Advocate explained the 
charges to the jury, quoted the Statute 
under which they were provided for, and 
outlined tho evidence’he intended to call. 

T. H. Cunningham then gave evidence, 
identifying. accused as a man named 
Andrée he had known two years ago. 

EE. Deacon, an assistant in the

The Crown Advocate quoted the 
Banker's Act as permitting booksl and 
documents tobe referred to which could 
not be removed from the bank. 

His Lordship said it was quite cloar 
that secondary evidence could not be 
admitted. ‘Tho receipt was in existence, 
and overything had to be proved most 
strictly .in a criminal case; Ho was of 
opinion that this was a caso where they 
could not depart from the usual rules. 
‘Therefore he could not allow secondary 
‘evidence, and consequently Mr. Deacon 
could not be permitted to state what 
were the contents of the receipt. 

Witness said the receipt was signed 
on the usual form, and produced 
‘a blank form such as was usod. Ho 
explained that though the receipt was in 
duplicate both were sent home ; one b; 
the first mail ; the other by

postal authorities. He reminded the 
Jury of the recent case of mistaken 
identity at home, and referred to the 
fact that accused must have born 
character or he would not have 
been employed by the Postal authorities. 
It would, he said, rain accused’s—a 
young man'e—career if he were found 
guilty and he submitted that the 
evidence for the prosecution was 
not conclusive, and did not prove 
beyond a shadow of doubt that accused 
had been guilty of the offences with 
which he was charged. 

His Lordship, summing’ up the oase to 
the jury, said that first of all they had to 
bbe satisfied, that the money was obtained, 
and he did not think they would have 
much doubt about that, as Mr. Deacon 
had come before the Court and sworn 
that £20 was to some porson 
who represented himself to be B, 
Keightly Smith. Tho next question was 
ras this money paid to Mr, Keightly 
Smith or not? Information on this 
point could not really be given because 
he had not applied for it hore. How. 
ever, before going into that question 
he thought he ought to say a word about 
the evidence which had been over-ruled 
at certain points. English law was very 
tender on tho interests of the prisoner, 
and very rightly so. It was essential 
that everything should be strictly proved. 
Hearsay evidence, such as what someone 
said in England, which led to  tologram 
being sent, could not be admitted. It 
might raise » strong presumption, but it 
could not be used against tho, prisoner, 
For that reason thoy must take it that 
when he had seomeda little too careful 
he had not really boon so. In the inter- 
ests of justice and of the prisoner he had 
ruled certain questions out. The Jury 
must take it he had adequate reasons for 
doing so. To come back to the questio 
under these circumstances it was desir- 
able that they should have had definite 
evidence from Keightly Smith herself,, 
thet he did not get the money. But 
there was other evidence instead of 
that. They knew this, that the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank had had n 
enquiry or they would not have cose 
to Court. They also had this, thet 
the prisoner who was now on trial was 
charged with taking the money. Mr. 
Symonds had ‘submitted that” thers 
was not sufficient evidence for them to 
say that accused had taken the money. 
If they only had the evidence of Mr. 
Deacon it might be very properly con- 
tended that they could not be quite sure 
thie was the man. Mr. Symonds had 
practically argued this, but he had not 
cross-examined Mr. Deacon about it, so 
that they had not-had an opportunity of 
hearing Mr. Deacon's reasons for iden- 
tifying accused. They saw the man 
themselves and they must judge whether 
he was an ordinary-looking individual or 
not. Certainly no great question had 
been made of the identity of accused, 
Still, it was perfectly fair to urge that 
Andrée—he would call him by thet name 
because accused said that was his namo— 
was not the man who actually went to 
the bank to get the money. On the top 
of that there was more, They’had the 
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fact that when arrested on the steamer 
accused did not do what they 
would have expected Andrée to 
have done. He did not say “I don’t 
know what you are talking abvut; received 
£201 [don’t know what you mean” 
Instead of that there was the confession 
to Insp. McDowell (his Lordship read the 
confession xs atated by thot witness), so 
that on that particular occasion accused 
corrob: ated Mr. Deaovn's statement that 
hhe was the man who took the money. If 


simply had this to consider :—Did he get 
the money? ‘The evidence was very clear 
on that point, namely i. 
nary course of Bank business the shroff 
paid the money over to a man who came 
and went through the usual formalities 
as aman would do who wished to draw 
money on atelegraphic transfer. If they 
found Andrée was tife man who went to 
the Bank and the man who got the money 
had to consider how he got it. Did 
it honestly or dishonestly ? If he 
the resentations Mr. Deacon 
‘said ho did he thought they would come 
to the conclusion that he got it dis- 
honestly. (His Lordship read Mr. 
Deacon’ lence on tho representa- 
tions which led him to pay the money 
to accused). In other words he made the 
representations the Crown Advooate said 
he made and it was for them to decide 
whother those representatives were false. 
If they found that Andrée was the man 
who went into the Bank that morning he 
did not see how they could come to any 
other conclusion than that the represen- 
tations wore falso, because clearly he was 
not Keightly Smith. If that was thei 
opinion they would find accused guilty. 
Cortain things had been said about the 
confession not being evidence. Ho had 
taken caro to find out that it was voluntary. 
‘They wero entitled to give full weight to 
this confossion if they believed Inspector 
McDowell, as he thought they did. 

‘Tho jury then rotired for « few minutos 
and then returned and’ asked hig Lord- 
ship what was the law with regard to 
identification. Was ono witoess’s evidence 
sufficient to condemn a man ? 

His Lordship said they were not in 
any way bound by the number of wit- 
nesses as in a caso of treason oF perjury. 
Tf they were satisfied beyond reasonable 
doubt in their own minds, from the 
evidence they had before them, as to 
whether Andrée—he supposed that was 
the point—went to the Bank on that 
day they should convict him. If on the 
other hand they considered there was 
Teasonable doubt as to whether he was 
the man they should acquit (Hi 
Lordship then went through the vi 
poaring in this point, i.e., identification 
of accused.) If Mr. Deacon’s evidence 
stood alone he thought they would be 
very right in coming to the conclusion 
that thet was not enough. If, how- 
ever, they believed Inspector McDowell's 
evidence they had more than the evidence 
of Mr. Deacon. At the same timo thoy 
wore entitled to say this confession was 
made in the flurry of the moment, and 
that they wore not satisfied that secused 
was the man; if that was so they must 
find him not guilty. 

‘Tho Crown Advocate pointed out that 
it was not a question of whether accused 
was Keightly Smith; the question was 
whether accused went to the Bank. 

‘The jury retired again, and on retarn- 
ing the foreman stated that thoy found 
accused guilty, but they expressed a 
strong wish for mercy for him on account 
of his career being rained,

By the Coroner—The. body could not 
have been in the- water longer than 
forty-eight hours. It might have been 
there from twelve to forty-eight hours, 
The injuries to the head’ were sufficient 
to cause death and the deceased must 
have been killed in that manner before 
being put into the water, The iron 
frame was lifted at the post-mortem 
examination and it took two men to lift 
it : 

By Detective-sergeant Vaughan.—The 
instrument which caused the wounds 
must have had some form of blunt head, 
but that would not exclude, for example, 
a heavy stone. ribs might have 
been broken just at the time of death, by 
the iron frame, but could certainly not 
have been broken after death. The 
grass in the knots of the turban was like 
that you now.show me.

By the Coroner—The photograph you 
show me isa good and correct photo- 
graph of the body of the deceased.

Constable W. G. Banks, of the River

when just off the International Dock, I 
was in my sampan and saw a hand 
protruding out of the water. I went over 
and found it to belong to the dead body 
of aman. I tried to lift him, but he had 
what I thought to be-an iron plate tied to 
him, I lifted him up far enough to see 
his face and then saw that it was the 
body of an Indian. When I found that 
I could not lift him, I went over to the 
Dutch Oil Wharf, about twenty yards 
away, and telephoned to the Pootung 
Signal Station to ask if they would send 
me help down, as I had found a man in 
ter with an iron plate fastened on 
him and could not move him. The body 
would be tying in about 3 ft 6 of 
water. It was low tide and the tide was 
just about on the turn. I was away 
‘about twenty minutes, and when I 
returned from telephoning to the place 
where I had last seon the body, I found 
that it had disappeared. It struck me 
as curious that the body should have 
moved with all that weight attached to 
it, It had been too heavy for me to 
lift and I could not account for its 
disappearance. There were a lot of 
natives near ‘at the time—about one 
hundred. When I found the body it was 
quite possible for other people to have 
seen me trying to lift the body out of the 
water. The ovly Indian I saw was the 
watchman of the Royal Dutch Oil Wharf. 
After I returned to the place where T 
had seen the body, I got s long bamboo 
pole and poked about in the water with 
it for at least half-an-hour, but without 
success. Then I went away on my 
rounds, intending to call back at che 
place. I made # mistake in telephoning 
to the Signal Station at Pootung. I 
ought to have telephoned to the Harbour 
Master's office.

jvory frightened at the time and as there 


was an attempt to take his coat from him 
and a fight, ho could not take particular 
notice of the persons who went to his 
assistance. Two of the prisoners were 
not in the street nor could it be 
reasonably supposed that they took 
part in the alfay, na they were in 
such a condition that medical ail was 
necestary when they were convicted. Mr. 
Wilson hid to. find out from the 
autlorities himself, whether these men 
were adinitted to tie hospital, but he was 
told that no records were kept. Now if 
the Court took int» account the good food 
and ‘he care that the prisoners received in 
the Municipal gaoi, and the hospital, 
and lo-ked at the ‘condition of the pri- 
souers as they were in Court, he thought 
their worships would »ay that the condition 
of these people st the timo of their wrrest 
could be what they had stated The 
men’s statement was byrue cut by their 
employers. Inconsidering the case coun- 
sel asked the Court to take into account 
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tho fact that these people were extremely 
ignorant persops and the greater part of 
them had little sense, in fact counsel would 
call them fools; and the story they told 
was so simple as to be clearly not 
* ingenious enough for a lie which would 
satisfy a Chinese. ‘There was no reason 
at all why credence should not be 
to what they had said. Ho asked 
Court to compare the mental capacities 
of the prisoners with that of the prosecu- 
tion. In the chief witness the prosecution 
had an extremely able detective, counsel 
had heard quite one of the smartest mon 
in the force. This detective had under 
hima number of seconds and no-one 
could say how far his influence would 
reach in the obtaining of evidence. He 
did not want to say that the evidence 
given by the prosecution was deliberately 
false, but the principles and the imental 
attainments of the parties must be 
taken into consideration in connection 
with their stories. The detective’s story 
was very clever and the evidence that 
had been given had on the whole been 
given vory cleverly too. The witnesses 
after the detective were the seconds and 
the ricsha coolie, and it was to their 
parti that they had to 
look to see what they said with regard to 
theaffray. ‘These four persons, including 
the detective, ought to know the facts ab- 
solutely. Counsel went through the evi- 
dence and pointed out that at one time it 
was stated that the thief went in a 
northerly direction and later in a souther- 
ly direction. Qounse! doubted very much 
himself as to the existence of this thiet 
‘Shanghai at all. When the detective gai 
his evidence he was not sure for some 
ime which house the thief’s friend it 
into, but he was pinned down to thi 
that it was a house at the corner which the 
creek made with the rosd running west, 
He also said that it might have been a 
two-storied house, but those who visited 
the locality would find that the houses 
there were one-storied houses and there 
was only one house at the corner, and 
counsel would absolutely defy twenty 
persons to get If ten people 
could get inside ould scarcely be 
‘any room to turn round. It was simply 
a wattled hut, The other. wit- 
nesses later on, having jad time 
to go and see these places, said it 
was not this house at the corner, and one 
or two witnesses said it was a few houses 
away, and one said five houses away. ‘The 
latter was quite possible, for there were 
two-storied houses there. The Codrt 
would notice too that the story which the 
witness told the first time went on and im- 
proved considerably and got more and 
more accurate as the witnesses tailed off 
towards the finish, As to the actual 
assault Ming Tsu said that ho was thrown 
down and into the creek and while in the 
creek he blew his whistle and at first no 
‘assistance came. After blowing the whistle 
for along time four or five people went 
up and ‘then certain number of his 
asssailants‘were arrested Wu Ah-sze, a 
second, although he made « mistake as to 
the direction iu which the thief went, 
statement. Wong Kwai 
cond, who should have 
been well acquainted with the facts, 
said that it was too dark to see who it 
was that assaulted the detective, but he 
saw over ten porsons assaulting the 
detective, why was knocked into the 
ereck. In cross-examination he said 
distinctly that the detective blew 
whistle and after that went backwards in- 
editch. Wong Kiwai-toc said that he 
was assissing che ricsha contic to arrest 
aman the whole time -nd thst he was 
unable to 40 to the assistance of the 
detective at all. It was curios that 
according to Ming Tsu, s. that time 
othe coolio was pulling hir out of the 

















































































lereck. It was perfectly obvious that one 
or two of these witnesses were stating 
what was not the truth, Chong Ab-tse, 
an independent witness, was asked by 
Inspector Matheson whether he saw the 
assault and he ssid, “Yes. Some of the 
men took hold of the detective and 
threw him into the creek.” This inde- 
pendent witness know nothing of the 
affair until he heard the blowing of 
the whistle, and the whistle was not 
blown until the detective was in the 
creek, yet he saw the detective thrown into 
the creek! This witness said that he had 
never before seen Ming Tsu, Wu Ab-sze or 
Wong Kwai-tse, yet he had been identi- 
fied as being with Wong Kwai-tse at the 
‘afternoon assault by two people, and 
during the trial he had been continually 
in the company of Wong Kuwai-tee. 
Ching Ah-Kong was said to be an 
independent witness, but he, obviously, 
was of the same kidney. Ching Ah-kong 
was somothing of s wag, for he was 
supposed to be looking for a customer of 
his master amongst these small wattled 
houses. He said he saw a number of 
people assaulting the detective while he 
was in the creck, and when he went up 
a number of people wore being assaulted. 
‘There was no evidence of the assault on 
the detective except by his own ricsha 
coolie who pulled him out of the creek by 
the queue, Ching Ah-kong contradicted 
both himself and othet witnesses. Other 
witnesses stated that they did not see any 
assault of the detective, but they caught 
hold of people because they alleged they 
were hit by them. All the prisoners were 
arrested on the outskirts of the crowd, 
Counsel did not know how that occurred. 
How was it that the detectir his two 
‘seconds, and these peopl» who went to his 
assistance let the thiof go at all, and 
turned their attention to the people on 
the outekirts of the crowd? The whole 
thing seemed so improbable that counsel 
could not help but think that this thief 
was put up as the reason for arresting 
these people for some other reason. That 
reason counsel thought could be found in 
the affair of the afternoon. The accused 
might not have been in the affaic in the 
afternoon, but they were shoemakers, and 
from what counse! had heard of detectives’ 
seconds, since he had taken up this case it 
was sufficient for them and they would go 
and get their privcipal to arrest these 
people. It was quite possible that a ficht 
took place when the accused were taken 
out of their houses and that then the 
wounds wore inflicted. Qounsel’s own 
opinion was thst the fight took place out- 
side the house after the accused were 
arrested. With regard to arrest without 
warrants, he (Mr. Wilson) did not suggest 
that the letter of any law in England could 
be adhered to out here, but he argued! 
that a man could not be arrested 
without a strong presumption that 
there was reasonable suspicion. There| 
must be strong presumption of ‘1is guilt. 
Why could not a warrant be issued as 
soon as the police knew of the man? 
If 

detective was allowed so much latitude 
him to arrest without a 
this case, he was being 
allowed a powe> which was capable of 
being used in extremely oppressive ways 
Tt was quite tre that it was an extremely 
difficult matter snd a hard one to deal 
with; still, if they were going on with this 
system they would not do away with the 
name which the Municipal Police had in 
Shanghai for oppression amongst the 
natives, and if these methods were 
continued that name would never be 
better. It would be a good thing for 
Shanghai if the Municipal Police had a 

































Inspector Matheson in closing the case 
said he wished to correct » mistake he 


had msde; when he said the 
police had ‘enquired of tea-shops in 
Morrison Road he should bave said 
Morriss’s village. As regarded the witnebs 
Hou, he had said that he knew there were 
seventeen men in the house and this wit- 
ness said he know all of them in the 
house, three or four of whom went 
to his assistance. Now nome of the 
witnesses for the prosecution said thoy 
wero not familiar with this locality, and 
as Mr. Wilson had made statement 
with regard to the mental capabilities of 
the accused, he could not expect 
the witnesses for the prosecution to 
be so intelligent as to toll accurately 
the height of buildings and the locality 
of a certain house, ote. The Court would 
remember that the facts that the evidence 
brought by the prosecution showed, 
wore direct; there was no supposition 
whatever, and the police never acted 
upon supposition at any time, under any 
circumstances. In cases brought before 
the Court there was always direct evi- 
dence. The witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion pointed out to the Court the mon 
they actually arrested and conveyed to 
the station themselves. It seemed to 
him that it was admitted that this 
fight took place in Morriss’s village 
or in that locality, and the affair 
at 4 o'clock could have no counection 
whatever with what took place later. 
With regard to the seconds not arresting 
this man when they saw him, of cvurse, 
the police did not recognise seconds. The 
detectives had men who gave information, 
as in Kngland sometimes, but» second 
could not arrest this well-known thief 
without informing the police officer. Mr. 
Wilton must remember that, the police 
were most careful in inctructing a detec- 
tive with to arrest, and the 
Court would notice that not one in 
& hundred cases that. were brought before 
it were dismissed, the police wore 
so careful. OF course the police had 
to deal with the bad characters, mon of 
no occupation, and certainly no-one was 
arrested unless thore was strong suspicion 
of tho commission of a felony. Mr. 
Wilson had said, “Why not issue the 
warrant and thon come on the scono 
afterwards?” Well, the poli 
know the names of these bad charactors, 
and then of course when they came upon 
them they could not lot them go until 
they found out their names and got a 
warrant. The police in Shanghai, as far 
as powsible, did everything in their power 
to prevent blackmail, illegal arrests, or 
wrong dealing in any way; just as much 
in Shanghai as in England. There th 
conditions were very different and the 
police had to exercise more tact, and com- 
mon sense in dealing with every national 
in Shavghai

Noises on the Soochow Creek. 

Mr. J. Blamenfeld charged a aodah 
with assnulting and beating a woman on 
board a house-boat moored in the Soochow 
Creek, and with creating ® disturbance to 
the annoyance of the occupante of No 82, 
North soochow Road, on the 13th instant. 
Mr, Blumenfeld stated that it was almost 
impossible to get a wink of sleep at night 
on account of the noises mado by coolies 
and others on the Soochow Creek. He had 
more than once gob out of bed and gone 

















down tothe creek side to try to xtop the 
noise. He was informed that 

the Creek were not within the jurisdiction 
of the Municipal Police, but of t 





Police, and yet he had never 
the Water Police in the vicinity of the 
Creek at night-time. Ou this occasion he 
was unable to sleep on account of the 
disturbance and went on board the boat 
from which the noise proceeded. There 
he found the prisoner beating his wife 
and assaulting another — acdah. 
brought the man ashore and with t! 
of a Sikh constable, took him e 
Hongkew Polics Station and charged 
him. Inspvetor Burke called the Court’s 
attention ty the fact that the matter was 
not really within the jurisdiction of the 
Shore Police, but. was in the hands of the 
River Police. However, the prosecutor 
insisted upon making a charge and upou 
the Municipal Police bringing the matter 
before the Mixed Court. ‘The prisoner was 
sentenced to 30 blow: 
Mlegal Detention and Assault. 
An unemployed uative was ebarged with 
being concerned, together with others not 
in custody, in illegally detaining a boy 
aged 16 yours in a tea-shop in Fubkion 
nd assvulting hm, thereby causing 
him grievous bodily harm, at 7.:0 pan. on 
the 30th of May. Inspector Matheson 
‘said that some time ago the boy’s employer 
suspected hin of the theft of certain 
articles, but the theft was never proved. 
Later, the prisoner, whon the Inspector 
really believed to be a detec! cond, 
called at the house and took away the hoy 
ton teachouse, where he assaulted him by 
twisting his arm so as to cause Sim severe 
injury. Even if the prisoner really were 
adetective's second, he !ad no authority 
even to question the boy without inctruc- 
tions, let wlone assault him.

AND THE TAOTAL -

‘THE Municipality are to be con 
gratulated on the firm stand made 
by the Senior Consul, Dr. Knappe, 
in the matter of the Tuotai’s action 
in reference to the police supervision 
of the Mixed Court, and the refusal 
to allow female Chinese prisoners to 
be placed in the new Municipal gaol. 
Dr. Knappe’s letter of the 5th of 
June to the Taotai is a clear, strong, 
and unanswerable statement of fact, 
one sentence in it summing up the 
situation in well-chosen and memor- 
able terms: “The Consular Pody 
consider it. necessary to exercise a 
more substantial supervision until 
they are convinced that the magis- 
trate will carry ou’ the treaties and 
ageements not according to the 
letter but also to the spirit” The 
‘Taotai’s absurd claim that the Mixed 
Court is exempt from municipal 
control, under the original Land 
Regulations, is dealt with by Dr. 
Knappe with equal c'earness und 
terseness; he might also have 
pointed out that the Mixed Court 
was not thought of when that, pro- 
vision was agreed to. Dr. Knappe's 
letter of the 6th instant, re female 
convicts, is equally to the point. He 
shows that the Taotai was asked to 
inspect the Municipal’ Gaol, with 
Dr. Knappe, to see how well the 
female convicts would be treated, and 
he was also asked to inspect with 
Dr. Knappe the female prison at the 
Mixed Court. The Tavtai declined 
in both ins'ances and referred Dr 
Knappe to a report mate by the 
Mixa Court magistrate, “ which is 
not yet ‘orthcoming,” and added that 
he had given orders for the imme- 
diate reformation and enlargement 
of the Mixed Cour prison.

THE CASE OF 
NORWAY.

A PAMPHLET of 75 pages has been 
handed to us, entitled “Sovereign 
Norway and her State Rights,” re- 
printed from issues of the “Farmand,” 
published at Christiania in January 
and February last, and written by 
the chief librarian of the University 
of Christiania, Mr. Drolsum. It is a 
very temperate statement of the 
events that have led Norway to 
denounce the union with Sweden, 
“a crisis which bas not been brought 
about by Norway, and which may or 
may not lead to a rupture.” Mr. 
Drolsuin begins by showing that the 
Kingdom of Norway was founded by 
in 872, when 





Harald Hearfagre 
Alfred the Great had been one year 
King of Engl We need ‘not, 





however, now follow Mr. Drolsnm 
through his historical sketch of the 
relutions of Norway with Sweden and 
Denmark after Hara'd Haarfagre’s 
line became extinct in 1319. The 
union of Sweden and Norway dates 
from the Convention of Moss in 
1814. “Point fo: point the Swedish 
negotiators had to give way and 
reduce their demands, and only whin 
the Norges Grundlo (fund 
law) was thus s+cured, that Nor 
retained its full internal freedom, its 
own army, its own navy, its own 
bank and monetary system, its owa 
Cus'oms duty, its own University, in 
short, everything needfnl to secure 
its independent existence—only then 
did the S'orthing e'ect Charl. s XIIT 
of Sweden as the King of Norway 
on November 4th 1814. . . Well 
accustomed as the Norwegians were 
to the old Royal Government, without 
making any difficulties they placed 
the management of Foreign Affairs 
entirely in the hands of the King.

‘Yhe Consular question began to 
be acute twenty years ago, and in 
1891 the Norwegian Government 
appointed @ committee of experts, 
who, rep ted that the maritime and 
commercial interests of Norway cate- 
gorically demanded : 

“ (1) That Norway 
entire direction of 
service. 

“(2) That only Norwegians ought 
to be appointed Consuls at important 
stations abroad. 


The Swedish Government has 
treated these demands as virtually a 
dissolution of the Union, and there- 
fore not permissible ; while the Nor- 
wey torthing holds “that the 
establishment of a separate Nor- 
wegian Consular service is an ex- 
clasively Norwegian question which 
has to be trented and decided solely 
by Norwegian State authorities, 
while the subsequent dissolution of 
the hitherto existing (Consular) 
community must eventually be sub- 
ject to negotiations between Nor- 
wegian and Swedish authorities.” 
The King constantly manayed to 
po-tpone a decision on this question, 
and this postponement was aided by 
snecessive changes of Ministry. In 
1902, acommittee was appointed by 
Royul Resolu'ion, consisting of two 
Norwegi«s und two Swed-s, one of 
the latter being Freiherr C. N. D. 
Bildt, the present Ambassador in 
London. ‘The following is a summary

“Partly for practical and partly

The statesmen of Seecen — 
Norway agreed in this, that the 
position taken by the Swedish 
Foreign Minister was “not in 
confor nity with the legitimat: 
demands of Norway for equality 
within the Union.” The Swedish 
negutintors to advise the 
King to propose such alterations in 
the act of union as would allow the 
Foreign Minister to be either a 
Swede or a Norwegian, and make 
him constitutionally responsidlé to 
‘the parliaments of both countries. 
‘There was thus every hope ofa sitis- 
factory settlement; aud on the 11th 
of January 1904, “» committee was 
appointed by the Norwegian Govero- 
ment with the task of preparing a 
plan for the organisutiou of a separate 
Consular service, with budget, ete., 
“in close nccordance with the infer- 
ences on both sides, and on May 28th 
a draft of those laws was transmitted 
to the Swedish Government. In this 
draft the rights of the Foreign Minis- 
ter and of the ambassadors were most 
serupulously respected. ‘The Swedish 
reply was put off until November 
last year, although the Norwegian 
Premier, Mr. Hagerup, had begged 
that the necessary conferences might, 
be begun as early as possible; and 
to the surprise of the Norwegians, 
the reply was not another draft, 
“but a sunming-up of various ‘ first 
principles’ for the identical laws 
referred to in the Royal Resolution 
of December 21st 1903.” It appear- 
ed that the Swedish Government 
had changed its mind, a new For- 
cign Minister, Count Gyldenstolpe, 
upknown to the Norwegian people, 
having been appointed. Accordingly, 
in December last year, Mr. Hagerup 
went himself to Stockholm to confer 
with the Swedish Government. “On 
this occasion a Swedish draft for the 
law was submitted, on behalf how- 
ever, of only a majority of the 
Swedish Government, while the 
Premier himself was so opposed to 
it that he declared his intention of 
resigning if the two Governments 
agreed upon it.” 

In a memorandum of the 11th of 
January last, Norway drew attention 
to six points in the demands of 
Sweden which “were quite new 
and absolntely divergent from the 
basis of negotiations agreed upon, 
and therefore inadmissible.” These 
were j— 

(1) The Swedish Foreign Minister 
shall be heard before the appoint- 
ment of any individual as Consul for 
Norway. e 
(2) Tn the recital of the King’s 
titles in the commission of any 








Norwegian Consul, the name of Nor- 
way shall always be placed after 
that of Sweden. 

(3) The Norwegian Consular Board 
shull give no order to a Consul which 
contravenes an order issued by the 
Swedish Foreign Minister, 

(4) The Swedish Foreign Miuister 
may report on the conduct of a Nor- 
wegian Consul to the combined or 
“ Ministerial ” Council of Siate. 

(8) The Ambassadors, who are 
common but subordinate only to the 
Swedish Foreign Minis'er, may sus- 

nd x Norwegian Consul, whose 
reinstatement will depend on the 
decision of the Kin; 

(6) Common Consular service 
under certain conditions shall con- 
tinue in different foreign countries. 

Norway now recognised that 
Sweden had no real intention to 
grant Norway's just demands, and 
the negotiations were broken off. 
Mr. Drolsum concludes with the 
Words :— 

“It looks at this moment as if the 
Union can only be. preserved as a 
pure and unmixed personal union. 
Bat if this is to happen, people begin 
to say, the Royal Power of both 
States must now personally take the 
initiative for bringing about this 
consummation—clearly  understand- 
ing and using its high authority to 
impress upon both its people, that 
thus only will the two peoples 
become ‘ equa! in rights, independent 
in theie home affairs, and firmly 
united against foreign foes,’ ”

A Wet Spring. 


In commo: with the rest of this part of 
the world, Shaohsing hns experienced a very 
wet spring. It is said that Marco Polo 
called Stavhsing the Venice of China, but 
even Venice might have too much water. 
If such a floot were to come in the time 
of the grent “ Bore,” as it sumetimes does, 
the whole plain would be inundated, as the 
‘sea-level is higher than the level of tho 
plaiv, and there is no outlet for the surplus 
waters, At that time even in dry seas :uy 
the sen would encroach upon the plain, 
wore it not for the sea dykes. 


‘The Silkworms and the Tea Crop.- 
The wot weather has doues great deal of 
4 In consequence vf 
igtho rains, the silk worms 
are very late and few in number. ‘The toa 
crop has also been very much injuced by 
thedamp. While the quantity will pro- 
bably not be much less than in former 
, the quality is very poor indeed. 
Poogp'a, thirty Kugliah miles south-east of 
Shaohsing, is the centre of the tea trade for 
this district. Morchan's from Shanghai

The Rice Crop. 


It is too early to prophesy about the rice 
crops, should the heary rains continue it 
will doubtless be much injured. Last 
season was the first in several years in 
which the rice crop was superabundant. 


The Proposed Steamship Line. 


Wo arol very anxious to receive mews of 
the speedy consummation of the proposed 
stexmebip line between Shanghai and 
Shrobsing. Asit is, there is not a more 
out-of-the-way city of any size in th 
vince. With population of half-a-mil 
and surrounded by a plain teeming with 
populous villages, becxuse of the bore 
in the Hangchow bay and the rivers on 
either side, there is no direct communica 
tion with the outside world. Because of, 
the break in the transportation line and the 
Jong carriage necessary, all foreign producta 
are very much higher than at any other 
place #0 near Shanghai. As the crow flies 
we aro very little farther than Ningpo. 
Yet even our mail requires three, and some- 
times four, days in carriage. At present the 
foreign commerce is far from small, but 
With adequate means of communication it, 
would be doubled and trebled in a 
ery short time. We sincerely hope that

‘Mr, J. H. Teesdale appeared for the 
plaintiff. Defendant conducted his own 
cso. 

Mr, Teosdale said this was a claim by 
Me. Evans undor a bill of sale mai 
between him and the defendant, und 
which the property known as the 
“Shanghai Daily Press” plant and 
machinery, was sold to the defen 
$9,000..$1,000 was paid at the 
the agreement and the balance was to be 
paid at a futuro date. The plaintift 
claimed the payment of the balaace with 
intetest, and an account showing the 
profits made during the agreement, 
Counsel did not think there was any 
Aefonce. 

In reply to his Lordship defendant 
said that ho admitted the agreement, and 
according 'o it the future date for the 
payment of the balance was 23rd Atpril 
1906. 

His Lordship oxamined the agreement 
and rai! it was made on the 23rd of April, 
1904, Mr. Ferris being the purchaser. 
He agreed to purchase the ‘ Shanghai 
Daily Pres,” machinery, &., for $9,000, 
$1,009 t» be paid down, and $8 000 in two | 
Years’ time.

plaintiff and the defendant was to be 
the plaintif’s property and the de- 
fendant should do nothing which should 





interfere with the plaintif’s right there 
I hold that this bill of sale is a 
breach of that axreement. Under these 
circumstances I therefore. give judg- 
ment for the $8,000 claimed and for 
the $145 representing interest thero- 
on, which amount is admitted to be 
correct. It also appears on the 
evidence of the plaintiff, which is un- 
contradicted, that in fact the price of 
this newspaper was $14,000 and not 
$9,000 as appears in the first para- 
raph of the agreement. It is agrood in 
the 4th article that if the business does 
not pay its th hi 

domand the additional $6,000, th 
unless this has beon a paying business, 
$9,000 is the full price. Plaintiff has got 
$1,000 and I givo judgment for $8,000. 
Ie will be a question for me to determine 
whether this is a paying business or not 
within the meaning of that article, and I 
cannot come to that conclusion unless an 
account is filed. I shall therefore order 
the defendant to file’ an account and I 
shall defer judgment as to the remaining 
$5,000 until I have that account before 
me, and have heard what the parties have 
to say on it; I order the defendant to 
file his account by the 30th of June and 
on its being filed to also supply a copy to 
the other side. On that being done the 
plaintiff, if he be 20 advised, will move 
for the case to be put in the list for the 
determining of the outstanding questions.

Re the death of Lusuacaw Tapa.

Daniel Taylor Black, junior, sworn, 
said—I am employed at tho International 
Dock as foreman engineer. I reside 
there, ‘This occurronce was first reported 
tome on Saturday afternoon when the 
body was found. The deceased had no 
special hours of duty, being No. 1 
watchman. Ido not definitely remember 
when I saw him last. All.tho moulding 
boxes lie about 40 or 50 yards from 
the house where deceased lived. There 
is a wall all round the compound, and 
there are two gates where there are Indian 
watchmen night and day. There i 
gate just at the house. I live within 
compound about 150 yards from where 
ooo Topeot I know thi 

ins tor Armstrong—l now the 
place whare the body wee found; 1 saw 
the body inthe water. ‘The wall does not 
extend down to the Water, but the body 
was found opposite the enclosed ares. 
From where the body was found to the 
watchman’s house is waste ground. There 
is no wall on the waterfront side of the. 
compound. You can reach the water's 


















edge from the watchman’s house without 
going outeide the compound. From the
